He will be coming to meet you directly 
following his meeting with the Vice President. He 
meets with the President on May 23, Secretary Cheney 
on May 24 and Secretary Mosbacher on May 26. 
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SINO-SOVIET SUMMIT 

The Gorbachev visit to China has ended with the 
restoration of state and party ties. The two sides 
issued a joint communique detailing the general 
principles governing their normalization. 

There were no substantive surprises in the 
communique. Beijing and Moscow laid out plans to 
discuss reducing military forces along their border 
and raise their border demarcation talks to the 
ministerial level if necessary. 

Summit discussions on Cambodia produced no 
breakthroughs. The language of the communique 
reflected ongoing disagreement over the shape of an 
internal political settlement and the need for an 
international peace-keeping force.
